It is suggested that each property owner clip and save 
the three articles as they are laws and regulations that 
affect your property for the coming years. 

Board of Equalization member George R. Reilly to¬ 
day released a summary of property taxes legislation en¬ 
acted during the first year of the 1973-74 session. 

The Board, under its responsibility for equalizing 
county property assessment levels, issues rules and regu¬ 
lations for assessors and local board of equalization, pres¬ 
cribes tax forms for all counties to use, and checks and 
reports on assessor's practices regularly. 

Reilly represents the First Equalization District, which 
includes the county of Los Angeles (northern portion). 

Except for urgency legislation as indicated, all of the 
following measures will bis effective on /anuony 1, 1L74: 

Property Toxes 

A.B. (Chappie), Ch. 223. Add Section 54921 to Gov. 
Code and Sec. 16477 to Pub. Util. Code. 

Validating act. Allows park and recreation districts 
approved by voters on June 26, 3973, to file maps and plats 
by July 15, 1973. Orgency statute, effective July 12, 1973. 

AB 69 (Gonsalves), Ch. 990. Amends Sec. 995 of, and 
adds See. 995.2 to, Rev. and Tax. Code 

Narrows definition of basic operational programs used 
in valuation of computer storage media (software), for 
property tax purposes. Makes permanent the exemption 
granted ail other computer programs. 

AB 123 (Deddeh), Ch. 868. Amends Sec. 27421 of Gov. 
Code. 

Requires county assessor in each county, rather than 
a county with population of 4,000,000 or more, who as¬ 
sesses property for a local taxing jurisdiction, excluding 
a school district, when requested by governing body of 
such jurisdiction on or before February 20 of given year, 
to furnish an estimate not later than May 15 of assessed 
valuation of property within such jurisdiction for suc¬ 
ceeding fiscal year. 

AB 365 (Powers), Ch. 5. Repeals and reenacts Sec. 
214.8 and 215.1 of Rev. and Tax Code. 

Repeals and reenacts provisions, first passed in 1972, 
granting property tax exemption for buildings and neces¬ 
sary real property owned by veterans’ organizations so 
exemption will be effective by 1973 lien date. Urgency sta¬ 
tute, effective February 28, 1973. 

AB 432 (Seeley), Ch. 123. Adds See. 54921 to Gov. 
Code. 

Extends from January 1 to June 30, 1973, the date by 
which documents relating to boundary changes in a school 
district in which unification was approved on June 6, 1972, 
must be filed with government agencies for assessment 
and tax purposes during the 1973-71 fiscal yea)'. Applies 
to Coachella Valley Unified School District. Urgency sta¬ 
tute, effective June 29, 1973. 

AB 443 (AntonovichI, Ch. 1003. Adds Sec. 2922.5 to 
Rev. & Tax Code. 

Revised penalty and interest provisions for late pay¬ 
ment of taxes on unsecured roll on which an application 
for assessment reduction has been filed. Provides for in- 
trest at the rate of one-half of one per cent per month 
on taxes not paid by August 31. If an assessment is re¬ 
duced, any uncollected penalty and interest shall be can¬ 
celled. A six per cent penalty will attach if corrected 
amount is not paid within 30 days of entry of corrected 
amount on the roll or abstract record, and an additional 
penalty of one per cent per month attaches 60 days there¬ 
after. These provisions do not apply to escapes due to 
act or omission of assessee or willful or fraudulent returns. 

AB 466 (Kapilofft, Ch. 467. Amends Sec. 2188.2 of 
Rev, and Tax. Code. 

Provides that a statement of separate property owner¬ 
ship, for purposes of separate assessment and taxation, 
shall nol he required annually following the year it was 
filed, hut shall remain in effect until either separate own¬ 
ership is tranferred or the statement is canceled by either 
owner. 

AB 467 (Kapilofft, Ch. 468. Amends See. 1638 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Authorizes county assessor to be represented by an 
attorney as well as by members of the assessor's staff at 
local property tax equalization hearings if the applicant 
is represented by an attorney. 

AB 500 (Kapilofft, Ch. 1009. Amends Sec. 1609.2 of 
Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Deletes provision that, among other factors, the 
market value, as determined by the assessor, or properties 
comparable to the property being valued shall he con¬ 
sidered by local boards of equalization. 

AB 542 (Knox), Ch. 277. Adds See. 201.5 to Rev. and 
Tax. Code and amends and adds various sections of Health 
and Safety Code. 

Specifies that the California Pollution Control Finan¬ 
cing Authority is not required to pay any property taxes 
or assessments on projects of the authority or income 
therefrom so long as authority holds title. Does not exempt 
posessory interests. Urgency statute, effective August 15, 
1973. 

AB 609 (Kapiloff), Ch. 782. Amends Sec. 1608.7 of 
Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Authorizes county assessor, in case where the assessed 
value of property is $25,000 or more without regard to 
any exemptions, to initiate an exchange of information 
regarding property values prior to the county equaliza¬ 
tion hearing on an application for the reduction of an 
assessment for property tax purposes. The applicant can 
initiate exchanges in all cases without regard to the value 
involved. 

AB 621 (Kapilofft, Ch. 608. Adds Sec. 1624.4 to, and 
repeals See. 1624.3 of Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Creates challenge for cause of member of assessment 
appeals board; eliminates peremptory challenge. 

AB 624 (Kapiloff), Ch. 675. Amends Sec. 613 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Provides that a mistake in the name of an owner 
or supposed owner of property on the unsecured roll which 
(iocs not prevent the person from reasonably ascertaining 
that he is the assessee does not render invalid an assess¬ 
ment or any tax sale. 

AB 625 (Kapiloff), Ch. 901. Adds See. 43013 to Gov. 
Code and Sec. 155.13 to Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Extends authority of counties and chartered cities to 
provide by ordinance for reassessment of real or personal 
property damaged or destroyed in a calamity to include 
any (rather than only major) calamity and eliminates the 
requirement that the area be subsequently declared a dis¬ 
aster area by the Governor. Operative upon adoption by 
the voters of AC A 30.

Flournoy announced the dis¬ 
tribution of $6,344,532 to 
counties and cities as the 
October apportionment of 
cigarette tax. 

Los Angeles County re¬ 
ceived $163,934.40 and Sierra 
Madre City got $2,317.62. The 
58 counties’ share was $1,- 
245,718 and the cities’ share 
totaled’ $5,098,814. 

This distribution repre¬ 
sents 30 per cent of the reve¬ 
nue deposited in the Ciga¬ 
rette Tax Fund during the 
month, of September 1973, 
less the State’s administra¬ 
tive costs of $24,496.

No Taxes - No Relief 

Assmblyman N. Russell Says 
Billion Spent For Tax Relief 


Assemblyman Newton R 
Russell (R-62nd AD) recent¬ 
ly announced' that property 
tax relief payments have be¬ 
come the sixth largest cate¬ 
gory of State expenditures. 
$449 million was spent on 
property tax relief in the 
1972-73 fiscal year and it is 
predicted that during the 
current fiscal year more than 
SI billion wiil be spent on 
property tax relief. 

"This increased property 
tax relief comes as a result 
of last year’s legislative ac¬ 
tion whiah increased home- 
owners and business inven¬ 
tory tax exemptions and 


added tax relief for renters, 
Russell said'. 

State reimbursements to 
rhe counties and cities will 
rise as a result o f increase 
in the individual tax exemp¬ 
tion which went from $750 to 
$1750 this year after legis¬ 
lative action. Property tax 
relief for renters will be in 
the form of personal income' 
tax credits and refunds. 

Russell reported taht Sen¬ 
ior Citizen Property Tax 
Assistance will total over 
$59 million dollars in the 
current iiscal year. This is 
similar to last year’s re¬ 
lief.
